AN AMPHIBIOUS RAILWAY. 


A curious exhibit is nothing more nor 
ie** than "ronmmtftMi” plants. It re 
cpiires a label to inform the peoplu that 
ih*‘V arc dead, for the plant* appear ex 
aetiy a* if olive nnd growing. They 
are not made of wax or of cloth, but 
nre genuine plnnta that have grown iu 
the earth until they huve reached a 
good state of development, when, by 
their being treated w ith a certain in 
Jection, the growth ia arrested. 

Then eontes the strange part, for the 
plant* so treated do not droop nnd die, 
the leaves remain fresh and bright, and 
the plant stands creet. It ia, moreover, 
impervious to hoot and cold, and noth 
mg seems aide to destroy its strange re- 
poet*. The most striking part of the 
exhibit ia a collection of large palms 
used for decorating. 

These plant* nre noted for being very 
tender and vuKoeptlldt* to almost every 
Influence. Those on exhibition have 
been dead for *ix months, yet not even 
when the leave* are carefully examined 
would the fact lie suspected. The erodlt 
for providing the exhibit belongs to e 
New Hampshire man, who discovered 
1 he process of treating the plnnta.—Bos¬ 
ton Trnna'Tfpt. 


■ A novel piece of eiectrie railway work 
ts proposed foi Brighton, the famous 
watering plats* in the South of England. 
Thi idea, broadly stated, is to propel n 
girder-built vehicle. weighing some six 
ty tons, nnd mnuing on four submerg¬ 
ed mils, at n speed of about six mile* 
an hour, through .1 depth of nlsint 15 
feet of sea water, which i* generally 
rough. It is hoped to have the umphib- 
ion* road In operation next June. The 
length of the line is apparently not less 
than three milt*. The rail* run along 
the foreshore at a distance uf about loo 
to ’200 yard* from the*base of the ellff, 
slightly above tbe low water mark, and 
the high tide submerges them fully 14 
feet. Instead of two mils connected by 
tie rods, there are two pairs of fifty- 
four pound rails, the distance between 
the two outermost being 18 feet. Each 
pair of mils is of two feet eight aud 
one-hnlf inches gauge, and in laid oep- 
nrnlely on concrete blocks mortised into 
the underlying stratum of chalk. Hand 
is periodically washed away and silted 
np again .1 round the track*. The steep¬ 
est grade is only one-tenth ‘of one per 
•x*nt., and the sharpest curve ha* a ra¬ 
dius of half a mile. The car may be 
*»id 10 run on stills, being supported by 
four splayed-out legs, each of which 
consist* of u twelve-inch tube, running 
on a foot which take* the form of a 
fopr-wheel bogey truck. The bogey* 
will be driven by vertical Hhnfting, in¬ 
side the tubes, from two 30 horse-power 
eiectrie motors, which will receive cur¬ 
rent on the overhead trolley plan nt BOO 
volt* pressure. The double decked ear 
will carry LV> passengers, who will thus 
be whisked through the nplnnhing blue 
waves, free from noise, dust and jolt¬ 
ing, and with perhaps suspicion enough 
of adventure to make the whole thing 
very attractive. The cautious town 
council wants n good deposit of money 
to provide for tbe removal of the struc¬ 
ture in ease H doe* not work; Imt. us n 
matter of fact, rolling ferries of thl* 
character have been successful »d*ewhere 
on a smaller scale.—New York Evening 
Post.
